REPORT OF SCHOOLS. 


TO THE CITIZENS OF MEREDITH :— 


We submit the following report of our Schools for the 
year 1886: : 


Scuoot No. 2 had one term of 7 weeks, with 13 pupils, and 
an average attendance of 11; and a second term of 10 weeks, 
with an attendance of 14 pupils and an average of 12. Both 
terms were taught by Minnie A. Mead, who possesses every 
quality for a good teacher. There was a good interest in the 
school and good advancement made. Wages of teacher per 
month, $24.00. 

Scuoot No. 3 had two terms; the firstof 9 weeks, with 12 
pupils and an average of 12. The school was taught by Annie 
M. Weeks, who gave the best of satisfaction and the term, 
though short, was successful and profitable. Wages per month, 
$28.00. The second term consisted of 12 weeks; whole number 
of pupils 16, with an average of 13. This term was taught by 
M. Alice Leavitt. This was Miss Leavitt’s first term, but she 
evinced the fact that she was fully competent for the task. 
She manifested good interest in the school. and labored hard 
that each might improve; thus the term was a success. Wages 
per month, $24.00. | (17)

ScHoot No. 4 was taught by Julia A. Eaton. The first term 
of 8 weeks, with 18 pupils, an average attendance of 13. The 
second term was 12 weeks, whole number of pupils 21, average 
attendance 18. This was the largest school but one in town. 
The pupils were well advanced and manifested good interest in 
the work. Miss Eaton is one of our most competent teachers ; 
with a large experience inthe work. She not only has the de- 
sire to instruct the pupils, but has arare faculty of imparting 
her knowledge to others in a plain and comprehensive manner. 
Wages per month, $28.00 first term. Second, $26.00. 


ScHooL No. 6 had one term of 8 weeks, whole number of 
pupils, 9; and an average of 8.825. ‘The school was taught by 
Emma J. Smith, who gave perfect satisfaction; discipline and 
advancement very commendable and a profitable term enjoyed. 
Wages per month, $24.00. The second term was 10 weeks, 
whole number of pupils 9, average attendance 7. This term was 
taught by Julia A. Eaton. This school under her faithful in- 
struction did good work. Wages per month, $26.00. 


ScHooL No. 7. This school is a union with Laconia. The 
school had three terms; the first of 8 weeks, whole number of 
pupils belonging to Meredith, 3, average 3. The second of 8 
weeks, whole number, 3; average, 3. The third term was 6 
weeks, whole number, 2; average, 2. All three terms were 
taught by Ellen W. Robinson, who is a teacher of considerable 
experience. The school under her instruction made very good 
advancement, and at the closing examination the promptness 
in answers to questions spoke well for the school. Wages 
per month, $30.00. 


ScHooL No, 8 had three terms ; the first term consisted of 8 
weeks, whole number of pupils. 14; average, 11. This term 
was under the instruction of one of our most experienced 
teachers, Julia A. Davis. By her earnest endeavors and _ at- 
tention of the pupils the school was made very successful, ex- 
cellent discipline prevailed and good advancement made.

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Wages per month, $26.00. The second. term had 8 weeks, 
whole number of pupils, 16; average attendance, 10. This 
term was taught by Carrie L. Hodsdon, who is a teacher of 
some experience, but on account of sickness was unable to 
complete the term, therefore we were unable to visit the school 
except at the commencement, hence cannot give full report of 
school. Wages per month, $24.00. The third term, or re- 
mainder of Miss Hodsdon’s term, was 4 weeks, whole number 
of pupils, 11; average attendance, 6. It was taught by Harry 
L. Brown, who took the school where Miss Hodsdon left. it. 
At the commencement of school everything had the appear- 
ance of prosperity, which we think would have been the case 
had it not been that he was taken sick and was obliged to give 
up the school without notice. As things altogether have been 
somewhat unfavorable for this school this year, we hope that it 
may be more favorable another. Wages per month, $24.00. 


ScHOOL No. 9 AND 10 had during the year, 25 weeks, the 
whole number of pupils, 41 ; average attendance,. 25.83. This 
school was under the instruction of *>H. Amanda Whidden of 
New Hampton. Miss Whidden is an experienced and capable 
teacher. She has had this school in charge for the past two 
years. ‘The pupils have become very much attached to her, 
and, notwithstanding the sickness in it, most excellent advance- 
ment was made; thoroughness in all of the branches was one of 
the marked features of the school; excellent discipline pre- 
vailed, and both teacher and pupil were much interested, which 
resulted in securing the best of success. Wages, $28.33 1-3 4 
per month.

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ScHooL No. 11 had one term of 13 2.5 weeks. Whole num- 
-ber of pupils, 11; average, 8. This term was taught by Mrs. 
Clara F. Chase, who was faithful in the discharge of her duties. 
Discipline good. The closing examination proved that care 
had been taken that all should understand what they had 
passed over. Wages, $20.00. 3

ScuHoo.t No. 12 had two terms; the first of 8 weeks. | Whole 
number of pupils, 12; average, 10. This term was taught by 
Myrtie E. Glidden, who gave good satisfaction. Good order 
prevailed and good advancement made, thus the school was 
profitable and money well expended. Wages per month, 
$19.00. The second term of 11 weeks. Whole number of 
pupils, 10; average, 8. This term was under the care of O. 
Eva Cawley of Laconia. This was Miss Cawley’s first school, 
but she showed marked adaptation to the profession; she 
seemed to realize the responsibility of a teacher to a great ex- 
tent and labored accordingly. The desire to maintain good 
discipline and see good advancement, together with a thorough 
knowledge of the ground passed over, was very marked; with 
these in view the closing examination was most satisfactory and 
her school a success. Wages, $20.00 per month. 


Scnoor No, 13 had one term of 14 weeks with 9 pupils and 
an average of 8; taught by Cora A. Plummer. This was a 
model school. - Miss Plummer has a capacity for teaching and 
a willingness to use it. Wages per month, $18.00. 


Scaoot No. 14, union with New Hampton. and is reported 
by them this year. 


ScnHooLt No. 15 had one term of 138 3-5 weeks, with 11 pupils 
and an average attendance of 6, taught by Hattie A. Plummer.

Although our schools, as a whole, 
have been a success, it is not in our opinion because of the 


New Law; for we fail to see where there has been anything 
gained for us that we could not have had as well under the 
OLp Law; not that we do not think that the old law could be 
improved, for without doubt it could. But, as for the new 
law being an improvement, we fail to see it. To our minds 
the old system is much the better, and we think the voice of the 
majority of the people would be that the Legislature give us 
something more clear and practicable, or so amend the present 
law as to give us a fair chance to return to the old again.
